States border and buy his car or 
truck, and drive it home. he could 
save himself several hundreds of 
dollars on the transaction.

This job must be 
well done if he hopes to achieve

How can a farmer best approach 
better management of his farm? 
There are a number of factors that 
must be carefully considered, such 
as labor, capital and the marketing 
situations. When the various limi- 
tations are established a number of 
steps can be followed. 

1. Recognize the family objec- 
tives; know what you wish to ac- 
complish and know the standard of 
living you desire. ' 

2. Carefully analyze the resour- 
ces you have; this includes’ the 
land, stock, equipment and labor 
you have available. 

3. Check over the phases of your 
present farming program, deter- 
mine which ones are _ profitable, 
which ones could be improved, and 
which ones would be better dis- 
pensed with. 

4. Know the problems in your 
business. Carefully consider alter- 
natives for every problem. Each 
alternative must be carefully work- 
ed out and budgeted on paper to 

, see if it is the best answer. 

5. After making your decisions 
on the problems and picking out 
the most profitable enterprises. ac- 
tion must be taken. Choose the 
best of these carefully selected al- 
ternatives and make a compre- 
hensive planned program for them, 
and put them into use. 

By this method of evaluation and 
correction of the farm program 
the resources of the farm will be 
better utilized. Good management 
will pay off.

EARTHWORMS IN GARDENS: 
The presence of some earthworms 
has been considered beneficial. 
This is true, but there may come a 
time when the population builds up 
to the point where they become 
detrimental. Since the earthworms | 
ingest the ground and excrete it 
again, the process changes some- 
what the physical properties of tiie 
soil. 

Ground that has been overworked | @ 
by earthworms will bake hard and 
De difficult to work with. Gardens 
stuff grown on this kind of ground 
may be slow in maturing and lack 
some of the essential elements. 

Potatoes may be inclined to scab 
also. It may be to your advan- | 
tage to reduce the worm population | 
and this can be done as follows: 

Measure the garden and deter- 
mine the area in square feet. 
Purchase powdered bluestone, 3': 
ounces per 1000 square feet. Dis- 
solve this in 50 gallons of water and 
spread evenly over the 1000 square 
feet. 

Follow this with a liberal soaking 
of clear water to wash the Blue- 
stone down into the top soil. As 
the worms come to the surface dur- 
ing the night they will ingest this 
treated ground and die. 

I have found it beneficial to 
treat my own garden in this fashion 
about once every three years. I 
have found it most satisfactory to 
do this job in the evening so that 
the sun does not dry out the ground. 
It will remain moist through the 
night and be far more likely to ac- 
complish good results in reducing 
earthworm population.
